WALL STREET. 
The Wheat Movement to the Pri- 
mary Markets Said to Have 


Increased. 


Decreased Railroad Earnings Are There- 


fore Not to Be Laid at t® 
Farmer’s Door. 


A Plan for the Consolidation of the Gotham 
Gas Oompanies — Difficulties 
in the Way. 


New York, Oct. 12.—{Special.}—The Sun's 
Wall street article says;. The Railroad Gazette 
has seldom rendered a better service to the 
business community than it did a few days 
ago by investigating the actual condition of 
wheat shipments to primary markets during 
the first nine weeks of this year’s crop move- 
ment. Special publications like the Gazette are 
not read by the bulk ef men engaged in busi- 
neas and speculation, and articles of the nature 
of the one mentioned above certainly deserve 
to be brought home to every counting- 
house and every broker's office. The 
Gazelle proves by stern figures that, 
in spite of the general assurances that 
the farmers would not sell their wheat at the 
prevailing low price, the movementof this 
cereal to what ie known as primary markets— 
cities like Chicago, 8t. Louis, Duluth, Toledo, 


and a few others—was this year larger in the 


nine weeks ending at the close of the month of 
September than it bad ever been for the 
same period of the year since 1879. 
The Western newspapers, especially those con- 
trolled by Chicago coruer-makers, have dailly 
been advising the farmers to keep wheat back 
for higher prices. But the farmers sent for- 
ward larger quantities of wheat than ever, al- 
though the price was some 25 cents lower than 
in former years. They have more wheat to the 
acre this year, and are thus compensated for 
the fall in prices, and they want the cash. 
THE DEOREASS IN RAILROAD EARNINGS. 

All the talk concerning the general decrease 
of railroad earnings being the consequence of 
farmers withholding their wheat was thus 
proved to be nonsense. This decrease must 
be attributed to rate cutting, to the in- 
crease of fixed charges, and to the falling off 
in all other branches of trade, but not in grain 
trafiic. 

Saturday’s Bradstreet’s, taking the article of 
the Gazette as a text, develops it in a highly in- 
structive manner. It demonstrates, by means 
of carefully-prepared tables, that while the 
movement of wheat. from the Western and 
Northwestern regions has been increasing the 
movement from the primary markets to the 
seaboard has been decreasing, and that conse- 
quently the Eastern trunk-lines were the only 
ones that could have suffered from the 
decrease of the grain traffic. And what does 
that mean? It means (1) that the export 
demand is steadily aecreasing, and (2) that the 
specuiators of Ohicago and other leading inte- 
rior markets are keeping the grain back in 
elevators in the hope of exacting prices later 
on. If wheat were allowed to stand on its own 
merits, its price would reach a point at which 
Europe would buy it freely, and the trunk 
lines, the seaboard shippers, and the country 
at larte would be gaincrs. As the case stands 
they are all losers, and the greedy grain specu- 
lators are not winners either, for prices are 
barely kept steady. 

THE GRAIN MOVEMENT IN GENERAL. . 

Taking the movement, not of wheat alone, 
but of all kinds of gruin for the above-men- 
tioned period of time, a decrease of 3,000,000 
dusbels in comparison with 1883 is discovered; 
but that is due solely to the falling-off in the 
movement in corn. As it has been all along 
insisted upon in this column, there is but very 
little corn left in the country, and the receipts 
in Chicago are daily decreasing, both in quan- 
tity and quality. The receipts of this cereal in 
Chicago during the first eleven business days 
of this month were 2,777 cars, of which only 
1,310 graded as contract corn. Last year during 
the same period the receipts amounted to 5,002 
cars, with fully 50 per vent grading contract. 
Prices for year corn were then fluctuating be- 
tween 45 and 49 cents, while they fluctuated 
this year between 41 and 44 cents, which leads 
ene to believe that a considerable advance is 
probadble in that option. This will probably 
take place as soon as it becomes ciear how 
much of the cash property in store will be re- 
quired to cover short contracts for October. 

* POLITICS AND BUSINESS. 

By reading articles like the two above men- 
tioned, both investors and speculators in stocks 
will obtain a much better foundation to build 
their view of the market than they cap 
by evolving from their inner consciousness the 
respective chances of Biaine and Cleveland. 
The issue of the election can have only a mo- 
mentary and purely artificial effect upor the 
stock market. The time bas come when stocks 
and bonds have to upon their own merits, 
and when manipulation, even if upon 
political grounds, can be of no avail. In the 
present case the issue is so uncertain that the 
market will probably remain as dull as it is 
now till the last votes are counted the 4th of 
November. Tomorrow's result in Ohio will be 
of less import than is generally anticipated by 
stock speculators. 

CONSOLIDATION OF THE GAS COMPANIES. 

The question of the consolidation of the gas 
companies of New York is one of considerable 
interest not only to the stockholders, but also 
to the public at large. The price of ges is at 
present $2.25 per 1,000 cubic feet, and the gas 
companies are making enormous profits at that 
figure. Since the new Equitable Company— 
which cannot, under its charter, charge more 
than $1.75 for its gas—has come into existence 
the old companies have found out that some 
means of reduction must be used. Meetings of 
the stockholders have therefore been called for 
Nov. 5, when the question gf consolidation is 
to be voted upon. The notice to the stockhold- 
ers reads as follows: 

In order to secure greater economy in the manu- 
facture and delivery of gas, and thus warrant a re- 
duction in the price to the consumer, it is proposed 
to consolidate the several companies of this city. 
The agreement for that purpose will be presented 
to the stockholders at this meeting. In case you 
should be unable to attend please execute, in the 
presence of a witness, the inclesed proxy and re- 
turn to ——, President. 

Undoubtedly a consolidation of all the gas 
companies would warrant a reduction of price 
to the consumers, but that these companies 
wish to reduce prices has been shown over 
and over again to be absurd. Whenever any 
rival came into the field the price of, gas was 
reduced, and immediately afterward a satis- 
sactory arrangement was made and the price 
was put back to the old rate. Unfortunately 
for the monopoly. the Equitable Company can- 
not charge more than 81. 76, so that no amaiga- 
mation will do much good.

Campbell’s Bank to Be Wound Up in 
Toronto—The Marquis and Mar- 
chioness of Lansdowne at Halifax.

fidence hag been greatly shaken, and a panicky 
feeling exists in regard to ali financial institu- 
tions.

THE EVE OF BATTLE. 


DEMOCRATIC FRAUDS. 
GIGANTIC PREPARATIONS. 

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 12.—[Special.|—The Oo- 
tober campaign in Ohio has virtually ended. 
The arrangements of both parties have been 
completed, the plans of the two great political 
armies have been formed, and are now ready 
for action. The time for blow, biuster, and 
overestimates has gone dy and the election 
must now rest solely on its merits. It will be 
the purport of the present letter to clearly 
state the situation as it stands today, devoid of 
partisan coloring and party prejudice. From 
the opinions of the most prominent Republic- 
an and Democratic politicians in Hamilton 
County is deduced a summary of the probable 
result of next Tuesday’s election. 

The most important factor in the election 
will be the attempt of the Democratic leaders 
to carry Ohio by fraud. The best of advices 
are to the effect that a tremendotis effort is be- 
ing made by the Democracy to perpetrate the 
greatest frauds that were over known in this 
State or any other. These prepartions bave 
been making tor weeks, and a formidable and 
dangerous organization of the vilest corrup- 
tionists in the country has been formed for the 
purpose of capturing the polls by storm: 
There is no disguising the fact that up to 
last Wednesday this organization had ds- 
sumed such proportions that it threatened seri- 
ous disaster to a fair count in the State. 
Now, however, it is fully under contzol, and by 
admirable management on the part of men 
who understand their business this danger 
has in a great measure passed. But the Demo- 
crats are determined to force in their imported 
voters, and the Republicans will have to be 
constantly on their guard. 

CINCINNATI COLONISTS. 

Cincinnati is the main point where the frauds 
will be attempted, although Cleveland, Toledo, 
Columbus, and other large cities wilt receive 
their share of ballot-box stuffers. This 
city, however, is the headquarters of the 
most delectable set of cutthroats that 
ever did time behind prison walls or 
graced a gallows. It was stated today 
by the best of authority that over 3,000 Demo- 
cratic repeaters were in the City of Cincinnati, 
and that an effort would be made next Tuesday 
to vote them as many times as possible. 
These men come from Kentucky, Virginia, 
Maryland, Pennsylvania, New York, and Chi- 
cago. On the train last night from Hunting- 
ton, W. Va., were over thirty of these fellows 
who had come across from Keniucky. They 
were all acquainted with one another, were 
wel supplied with whisky, and their destina- 
tion was Cincinnati. 

BILL GALLAGHER. 

This morning, in front of a Vine street sa- 
loon, stood W. J. Gallagher of Chicago. Bill 
Gallagher is a notorious Democratic ward 
striker in Chicago. He is the consort of Mike 
McDonaid and the leader of the gamblers. A 
year ago be was in Ciucinnati, and so were 200 
repeaters who voted at Hoadly's election. He 
said he came in from Kentucky today, and itis 
said that he is importing voters here from that 
State. A few minutes after seeing him, a little 
Israelite who hangs out at John Condon's gam- 
bling hell, at No. 125 Clark street, Chicago, said 
that be was now a resident of Ohio, and he had 
a vote at this election. It is a matter of fact 
that he was living in Chicago less than a month 
ago. 

The United States authorities expect the 
greatest trouble with the negroes who are 
brought over from Kentucky. Colored men 
all bear a resemblance to each other, and they 
are bard to spot, but every precaution has 
been taken in this direction. 

BUSINESS-LIKE METHODS OF THE DEMOCRATS. 

The Domocrats have entered into this work 
in a business-like manner, and have gone into 
the details in arranging their plans. Not only 
will the lower wards be overrun with strikers, 
but some of the more genteel parts of the city 
will be invaded where it was thought no sus- 
picion would be aroused. The Seventeenth 
Ward, which is oneof the finest residence parts 
of the eity, will be made one of the centres 
of Democratic repeaters. Here the houses 
are situated closely together. There are a 
great many people in the ward, all of whom are 
the best class of citizens. * It is the intention to 
bave the rowdies intimidate the respectable 
voters, drive them away from the polls, and 
take complete possession. The Democratic 
managers hope by the process‘of such frauds 
to raise the Democratic majority in Hamilton 
County to such an extent as to overcome the bal- 
ance of the State. There is no protection bere 
by registration. as a Democratic Legislature 
repealed the ‘registration laws.

WILD ESTIMATES OF THE PROHIBITIONISTS. 

SPRINGFIELD, O., Uct. 12.—(|Special.|—RBoth 
political parties in this section are well organ- 
ized; better than for many years. The chief 
fear of the Republicans, in connection with 
next Tuesday's election, is centered in the Pro- 
hibition vote, and that vote is an uncertain 
quantity and most difficult to estimate, In an 
interview which your correspondent had with 
Dr. Leonard, the great apostie of prohibition 
in this State, be stated that the total Prohibi- 
tion vote of the State Tuesday would be from 
80,000 to 40,000—oertainly not less than. the 
former figure. He claims that First Controller of 
the Treasury Lawrence, who is now at his 
home in Bellefontaine, said that if the Prohibi- 
tion vote reached that figure the defeat of the 
entire Republican ticket is inevitable. This is 
also the home of A. R. Ludlow, who was a few 
years ago the candidate of the Prohibition 
party for Governor. He estimates that the Pro- 
hibition vote will not be less than 50,000. He 
thinks that the Democrats will carry the State 
by not less than 10,000 majority. Other promi- 
nent Prohibitionists of this locality are 
equally sanguine as to the strength of their 
vote next Tuesday. Weil-informed Republic- 
ans, however, discount these statements, and 
say that the Prohibition vote will not exceed 
20,000, and may fall considerably short of 
15,000.

The pose of the 
female is grace itself. the flesh tints are exqui- 
sit, the features beautifuly expressive, and the 
painter has thrown them into full light. | 

F. C. Schwerdt has some unusually fine por- 
traits on exhibition this week which are worthy 
of notice, especially those of two ladies, one of 
whom is the deceased wife of Mr. T. Nunne- 
macher of Milwaukee. The face ie young and 
beautiful. The portrait of Mrs. Davidson, 
widow of the late marble dealer, shows a very 
handsome woman, with a young tace of de- 
icate complexion and thick snow-white hair, 
arranged over the forehead in montague 
waves and drawn back to the crown of the 
head, where it is partially covered by a face 
bow. ‘There is much strength of character in 
the face, which the artist has most happily 
brought out with a firm touch, and there is 
great beauty and skill in the treatment of the 
lace kérchiet that encircies the neck. 

Mr. Thurber has received some superb speci- 
mens of porcelain-painting from the brush of 
the famous Smidth of Berlin. There are only 
four in the collection, but nothing like them 
has ever been seen in this part of the country. 
One represents figure of a Moorish girl 
standing in a little landscape bathed in soft 
light, and as effective as though it were a Tur- 
ner. She leans against a tall, white tree, with 
one arm encircling the slender trunk. This js 
an attractive littie picture, indicating greater 
refinement in design and a more delicate sense 
ef color than one expects to finu in work of 
this cbaracter. Another figure is that of a 
young Egyptian girl clad in rich colors, 
and boldimg a small water-iue on ber 
right arm. The third is a pretty conceit in 
which a young woman seated on arustic bench 
reading is disturbed by a mocking-bird perched 
in the branches of a tree overhead and evi- 
dentiy trying to imitate ber merry whistle. 
The fourth painting, which is larger than the 
others, is the gem of the collection. An old 
Roman parent, decrepit In body and infirm in 
health, supports himself with a heavy cane 
and one arm rests on the shoulders of his duti- 
ful young daughter, a girl of remarkabie 
beauty. The old man's face is lined with care, 
his form is bent with years, and 
the tottering step shows how weak 
the once mighty warrior bas become. His 
daughter its not indifferent to the father’s 
misery, but the sadness is not so painful as to 
overshadow the glow of health and the charms 
that belong to beautiful maidenhood. The 
works are charming examples of a master 
painter, who bas a fine sense of color and form 
and bas shown beauty, vivacity, and pathos in 
attitude and expression. 

A copy of Otto Konille’s “"Tannhiuser and 
Venus” is now on exhibition at O'Brien's gal- 
lery. The original was sold to the German 
Emperor about 1875 for $10,000, and it is re- 
puted that this is the only copy that has ever 
been made from the famous picture. The 
work is said to be an exact reproduction of the 
original, and is certainly fine, although for 
some reason the artist refuses to have his 
name known. 

The cool weather has driven Mr. W. H. Wil- 
kinson ip at last, and the pictures displayed in 
bis studio bespeak a most industrious summer. 
Prominent in the collection is a landscape 
called Midsummer,“ in which a single oak 
with spreading branches is brought quite near 
the front of the canvas, shading a pool of clear 
water that flows at the edge of a ripened wbhent- 
field. Not far to the right of the middle dis- 
tunce 1s a group of little houses. with the typ- 
ical red barn and the several smaller structures 
of a farm-bouse. Over all is a gray sky. Seen 
near, the picture is meaningless, dull, and bare. 
But proper distance and good light biend all 
into perfect harmony of color, admirable 
drawing, and delightful originality of concep- 
tion. The canvas is very lightly furnished, 
but the strokes, few as they are, are boid and 
vigorous, and the resnit is a comprehensive 
and intensely intéresting phase of nature. 

“The Waltonian Encampment,’ made while 
at Irwin Lake, isa perfect sketeb of that re- 
sort and its surroundings, and dozens of Wal- 
tonian club men have viewed it. with undenia- 
ble pleasure.

LABOR TROUBLES. 


A Collision Feared Between Strikers 
and Non-Union Miners at Riverton, 
Ill.—At Albany and Elsewhere. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 12.—{Special.]|—Dur- 

ing last night a Sheriff's posse was sent out to 

the mines at Riverton, this county. to prevent 
threatened trouble. Some time ago a strike 
took place at these mines against a reduction 
of wages. It was settled after a brief suspen- 
sion of work by the restoration of the former 
rates. Soon thereafter about a dozen men 
were discharged, as it is alleged, because they 
were regarded as disturbers and leaders of the 
strikers. Then another strike occurred for the 
reinstatement of the men discharged. This 


has continued for some time, and lately the op- 
erators brought in new men, mostly from Chi- 
cago, and put them to work. 

c The officers returned from Riverton state 
that yesterday evening a number of Riverton, 
Dawson, and Barcluy miners, variously esti- 
mated from fifty to 150, assembled at Riverton 
and surrounded the newly-empioyed miners 
when they came out of the shaft and warned 
them to leave. They state that notices are 
posted about town reciting the miners’ version 
of the trouble, and giving notice to the new 
miners that if they do not leave by Monday 
morning they must take the consequences. 
Some of them are willing to go, while others 
insist that as no question of wages is involved 
they will stay and fight it out, and will look to 
the authorities for protection. 

One of the Sheriff's posse states that at the 
plack where he breakfasted this morning the 
boarding-house keeper teid him he had received 
notige that if he did not cease haro»ring the 
newtminers his house would be burned down. 

The Sheriff will notsend outa guard tonight 
uniess be receives a cali by telegraph, and no 
new disturbance is apprehended during today, 
but there is danger of trouble at the hour of 
resuming work in the morning. 

From talks with the new miners it is inferred 
that they will give up the fight and leave. and 
the strikers have offered to furnish them trans- 
portation to their homes. The account bere 
given is derived in part from both sides to the 
controversy.

SomewuatT rose-colored advices from Cin- 
cinvati indicate that Ohio will give from 12, 
000 to 25,000 majority to the Republican 
State ticket tomorrow. The Germans who 
voted for Hoadly a year ago will vote for 
Gen. Robinson this year in large numbers. 
Even Hamilton County, which has been 
claimed by the Democrats by 6,000, may 
give a Republican majority. One Republican 
Congressman, and perhaps two, will be 
gained in Cincinnati. Two, perhaps three, 
other Congressional gains will be made in 
the State. From present appearances the 
delegation will stand eleven Republicans to 
ten Democrats, a Republican gain of three. 


Tuere is much commotion in Dublin 
Castle over the reported intention of the Par- 
nellites to invite Congressman Finerty, 
Alexander Sullivan, and other Irish-American 
orators to Ireland to take the ‘‘ stump” dur- 
ing the forthcoming electoral canvass in that 
county. It is reported that British agents on 
this side of the Atlantic have been instructed 
to look up the speeches and writings of the 
gentiemen in question with a view to founding 
charges on which they might be arrested if 
they should venture to visit the Green Isle. 
Another scheme that will be adopted against 
them is to forbid meetings at which they may 
be advertised to speak. 


One of the ballot-boxes to be used at Cin- 
cinnati tomorrow was examined yesterday. 
On a cursory examination it was pronounced 
to be all right.. A closer investigation, how- 
ever, showed that it contained 300 Democrat 
ballots hidden away by means of an ingen- 
ious mechanical device. There is no doubt 
that an attempt will be made to use such 
boxes tomorrow, and with the ballots con- 
ceajed in them. On account of authentic re- 
ports that repeaters were being imported 
into Cincinnati, the United States Marshal 
at that city has determined to appoint 900 
Deputy Marshals to preserve order at the 
polls, 


RELIABLE information has reached the 
Republican committee at Cincinnati that 
nearly 3,000 Democratic repeaters are now 
located in that city, and that they will try to 
ply their vocation in the interests of their 
employers election-day. They will be closely 
watched, and any attempt todo an illegal 
act will be followed by arrest and imprison- 
ment. The Republican managers seem to be 
well informed as to the purpose of the gang 
and their methods, and they will be thwarted. 
Stevens, the Democratic Mayor, threatens to 
use the police force to protect the repeaters, 
but there will beenough United States Deputy 
Marshals to guarantee fair play: Great 
care has been taken in the selection of those 
officers. They are trusty, reliable, and brave, 
and may be counted on to comport themselves 


in a way which will prevent trifling with the ‘ 


ballot-boxes unless overpowered by numbers. 
It is feared that the desperation of the Demo- 
crats may lead to bloodshed in Cinchynati to- 


morrow. 


THERE is universal complaint about the 
overcrowding of the sidewaiks in the central 
portions of Chicago. There areno thorough- 
fares for pedestrians in any city in the world 
which accommodate such a vast and inces- 
sant stream of humanity. It is not because 
the sidewalks are narrow, but because Chica- 
go has more active people than any other city 
in proportion to its size, as well as more 
visitors. The business district is enlarging 
rapidly, and yet the crowd seems to be grow- 
ing in size. It has become positively uncom- 
fortable to elbow one’s way along certain por- 
tions of State, Clark, Madison, and Washing- 
ton streets. What is the remedy? The peo- 
ple who live in Chicago will not be driven 
away. People who want to visit Chicago 
will not be kept away by any prospect of dis- 
comfort. ‘The police cannot make the crowd 
divide up in currents or take opposit sides of 
the streets. But the pedestrians by common 
accord may do much to relieve memselves of 
the jostling and rushing. If a considerable 
number of people should adopt the invariable 
rule of walking on the half of the sidewalk to 
their right as they proceed, unconscious imi- 
tation would soon lead most of the crowd into 


the same practice. One man by his persist- 


ence in refusing to pay fare to anybody but a 
conductor actually forced the abandonment 
of “ bob-tail” horse-cars in this city some 
years ago; and by similar stubbornness in 
walking to the right a tew people could soon 
educate the crowds in the Chicago streets to 


do the same, and thereby avoid much of the 


vexatious elbowing and hust lim which are 
now experienced. 


THE POLLS LOCATED IN SALOONS. 

There is one feature of the Democratic 
program which will excite disgust in the 
breast of every respectable citizen. The 
single circumstance that inet four of the 
165 voting places in the city have been lo- 
cated in saloons, dago-shops, and low dens, 
with the proprietors and barkeepers acting 
as judges in many instances, will impress 
upon the voters of this State the real pur- 
pose of Carter Harrison and the Democratic 
managers in Cook County. It was not 
enough to locate the polls at remote, unusual, 
and inconvenient points; the intention was 
to pick out repulsive places where decent 
men would loathe to go and timid men 
would fear to go to vote. In the Fifth 
Ward eight out of the fifteen polls are in 
saloons; in the Sixth Ward seven saloons 
have been selected in the ten precincts; in 
the Seventh Ward every poll but one is in a 
grog-shop; the same is true of the Eighth 
Ward, and in this case the single exception 
is a grocery; in the Fifteenth all the voting 
places are fixed in saloons; in the Sixteenth 
and Seventeenth, all the voting places are lo- 
cated in saloons except one in each. In the 
Eighteenth—three-fourths of whose voters 
are church-going people—every poll is in a 
saloon, and all the citizens must go into 
saloons or not vote at all, and it was for the 
express purpose of preventing chureh-going 
men from voting that the polls are fixed in 
grog-shops. The Eighteenth Ward polls are 
thus located by McDonald, Van Peit, Was-

do the atid of decent and re- 
spectable Democrats of the Eighteenth Ward 
like this arrangement of their polling-places ? 
They know who can correct by a word, and 
he is therefore responsible for this outrage 


on them. 


There is not another city in the Nation 
where saloons are thus utilized, The law in 


to facilitate frauds and villainies of every 
kind. 

‘This outrageous imposition of saloon sur- 
roundings and bummer influences over the 
vote of Chicago calls for the resentment of 
every decent citizen of the State, for the phr- 
pose is to overcome the hcnest votes in the 
State by the bogus votes of Chicago. This 
is not a local matter, it concerns the State 
and National elections, The mahipulation of 
the Chicago vote threaténs the disfranchise- 
ment of every voter in Lilinois, and the peo- 
ple throughout the State who are not com- 
pelled to vote in saloons and low dives will 
so exercise their right of suffrage as to re- 
buke and defeat the Chicago conspiracy 
against an honest ballot and a fair count. 


THE CHICAGO FRAUD ISSUE. 

The local Democratic machine, run by 
Carter Harrison, Mike McDonald, Joe 
Mackin, Van Pelt, and Wasserman, has lost 
its last excuse for depriving the Republicans 
of representation among the election judges 
at the voting places, Judge Blodgett of the 
United States Court has appointed not only 
the same number of Democrats as Repub- 
licans to act as United States supervisors, but 
with five or six exceptions of unsuitable 
names has designated the very men recom- 
mended by the Democratic committee. 

If the Democratic local managers, in the 
face of this fact, do not make such changes 
as will give the Republicans one in three of 
the judges of. election at each voting 
precinct, their fraudulent designs, indicated 
by so many different circumstances, will be 
actually confessed by them, and it will only 
remain for the Republicans of Cook County 
to protect themselves as best they can, 

In the meantime there are evidences that 
the scheme of fraud outlined for Cook Coun- 
ty will cost the Democratic ticket more hon- 
est votes throughout the State than can be 
offset by the bogus votes the machine will be 
able to put into the Chicago boxes. The fa- 
cilities for fraud are being contracted every, 
day in Chicago by the extra precautions and 
the thorough canvass the Republicans are 
making. If this activity and vigilance con- 
tinne the fraudulent work of the scoundrels 
will be narrowed down to the river precincts, 
but it is intended by the gang to stuff and 
cheat right and left therein. But the knowl- 
edge of the fraud scheme has spread abroad 
throughout the State as well as Cook Coun- 
ty. It is arousing the Republicans of IIIi- 
nois to indignation and efforts which they 
would not otherwise have put forward. Re- 
spectable Democrats here and elsewhere 
are resenting it. The Germans, who have 
never participated in the corruption of 
the ballot-box, but have always con- 
demned it whatever party acted 
with, feel outraged ‘by it. The Prohibition- 
ists are beginning to think that it will be un- 
wise to urge their abstract issue this election 
and thereby indirectly contribute to the elec- 
tion of Harrison, who can stop the ballot- 
box stuffers whenever he chooses to speak 
the word. Whatever fraud is contemplated 
in Cook County he is directly responsible 
therefor, as a word from him to his villainous 
henchmen will prevent it. Whatever cheat- 
ing is done will be in his interest and for his 
benefit by his tools. The Finerty Democrats 
in the Second District are determined not to 
be bulldozed or cheated. The Butler men 
feel the same way. The outraged public 
sentiment will arouse vigilance, and vigilance 
will limit the frauds to a considerable extent, 
while popular indignation at the scheme will 
add thousands of yotes to the Republican 
ticket. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

One of the most valuable lessons to be 
learned from the discipline we are now un- 
dergoing is that of the danger of imagination 
as an element in business operations. 
Thoughtful persons will be apt to reason 
from the enormous losses of the last three 
years that the more strictly the tests of arith- 
metic are applied to schemes involving the 
investment of capital the more likely they 
will be to succeed. Those who live over to 
the next period of inflation will not be so 
easily caught as they were in 1879-81. Why 
is it that in such a time as that funds are 
contributed by all classes of people for al- 
most any enterprise whose promoters promise 
great returns? It is because they see busi- 
ness active all around them, people in enter- 
prises already established winning large 
profits and everything apparently inviting 
them to be rich. They are sei@éd with the 
craze of money-making and become incapable 
of reasoning on any project that is presented 
for their consideration. It is easy for un- 
scrupulous men to humbug them at such a 
time. Even the promoters of enterprises often 
half believe the lies they tell and partake of 
the prevailing mania, tho it is generally dis- 
covered afterward that they have somehow 
protected themselves from the contingencies 
of the future. It is appalling to consider 
how many of the corporate enterprises of the 
country have secured their capital by taking 
advantage of these investment—or rather 


‘Bpeculative—epidemics. A large proportion 


of the railroads of the country have been 
built with this confidence money. The rea- 
son why so much track was laid in the boom 
years was not that it could be laid more 
cheaply then than at other times, but because 
the securities could be more readily marketed. 
On general principles, one would call 1878 
and 1884 better years for railroad-building 
than 1880 and 1881, on account of the cheap- 
ness Of material, but railroads are not built 
when they can be built most cheaply—that is 
what ails them now. Some of the more con- 
servative companies, whose credit is good 
any time, and which do not have to depend 
on the guilibility of the people for their 
funds, are taking advantage of present low 
prices to extend their lines, but they are quite 
outot the fashion. 

When we consider how the business of the 
country has been bloated with these delusions 
the wonder is that it retains as much vigor 
asithas. The recovery from this disorder 
1s marked by the bankruptcy lists, the de- 
cline in the value of stocks. and the shrink- 
age of the prices of all articles of commerce. 
For the ease with which we have let down 
we must thank the wealth of soil that nature 
has given us. But we cannot always expect 
to be thus saved, If we let the pictures of 
wealth that our imaginations draw lead us to 
similar follies in future the consequences 
will be poverty and disaster worse than we 
have yet experienced. We are rapidly ap- 
proaching the status of the older nations of 
the earth, and our hasty, haphazard ways 
will not do. The cold, careful method of the 
wise banker is the one for us to apply to all 
business ventures. 

The history of the stock market is a good 

of the effects of this folly. 
Enough wind has already been let out of that 
gas-bag to make several cyclones, but there 
is more to come. Many stocks on the list 
are now held up by the sheer force of manip- 
ulation, and they must come down. After a

They have 
been idle nine months and now accept the 
reduction of 15 per cent. There is much 
less suffering among laborers in this country 
than in Europe. The improvement in the 
iron trade is only local and is not pronounced 
enough to indicate that the tide has turned. 
In the coal market there is that can 
be properly called improvement. move- 
ment of dry goods is disappointing. The 
young cotton-manufacturing interest of the 
South feels the depression severely.

THE MEANING OF 4 UH ANGE.” 

The Democratic candidates, leaders, pol- 
iticians, stump-speakers, and newspapers are 
shouting with one accord for a change” in 
the adininistration of the Government. They 
do not stop to point out why a change should 
be made, and especially avoid explaining to 
what a change would lead. The results of 
the change proposed by the Democrats are 
werthy of the serious consideration of every 
intelligent voter. 

A change in the administration of the 
National Government from the Republican 
party to the Democratic party, without any 
reference td candidates, huvolves two things: 
(1) A reversal of the measures and National 
policy established and maintained by the Re- 
publicans; and (2) the substitution of new 
men in the working forces of the Govern- 
ment. It is on these two propositions that 
every man will vote; he will vote for them 
if he votes for Cleveland and against them 
if he votes for Blaine. 

The Democratic party has antagonized 
either as unwise or as unconstitutional, some- 
times as both, every conspicuous public 
measure proposed by the Republicans during 
the last twenty-three years. It, then, the 
present Democratic leaders adhere to the 
principles of their party, it follows as a mat- 
ter of course that, once in power, they will 
seek to undo as far as possible the work 
which the Republican party has done. The 
progress of the country toward Nationalism 
willi not merely be retarded; the steps which 
have been taken will be retraced, and the 
rule of State sovereignty will be restored 
wherever it has a bearing. Among the re- 
sults.of the National policy which would 
be forced to give way may be mentioned: 
The system of National currency and 
National banking; the supervision of 
National elections; the interference of the 
General Government to protect the political 
and civil rights of citizens when attacked by 
the States; the revenue system whereby the 
Government assumes the right to levy and 
collect taxes on whisky and tobacco; the 
sovereign right laid down by the Supreme 
Court to regulate public and quasi-public cor- 
porations; the maintenance of a navy and 
National defenses. In one word, the spirit 
of Nationalism will be abandoned, and, un- 
der the pretense of opposition to centraliza- 
tion, all the ideas and tendencies of the new 
Constitution, which was the logical result of 
the War, will be broken down to restore to 
the State-House cliques the power they for- 

merly enjoyed in public affairs. State pride 
will again take the place of National pride. 
The South will again reassert the dominion 
of caste. The Southern States will demand 
restitution for the losses incurred in the 
War when they sought to dGssert their 
right“ of secession. If all the safeguards 
of legislation which were imposed by Repub- 
licans are unconstitutional, as the Democrats 
have always claimed, then the Democrats 
will repeai them and go back to the old con- 
dition of things. Buchanan was the last of 
the Democratic Presidents, Lincoln the first 
of the Republican Presidents; and the aim of 
the Democrats, once restored to power, will 
be to approach as nearly toa Buchanan Ad- 
ministration and to get as far away from a 
Lincoln Administration as possible. If this 
is what the American people want they will 
elect Cleveland; if not, they will elect 
Blaine. 

A revolution in the civil service is not a 
less certain result of Democratic success than 
a reversal of Republican policy. This does 
not mean merely that the President and Cab- 
inet will be changed, that the Supreme Court

DOES INFECTION INFECT? 

It is to be hoped that the acceptance by 
Gov.

The assertions that it does and 
does not exist have been made on both sides 
with so much positiveness and heat that the 
country at large has become confused. The 
refusal of Dr. Salmon, the Chief of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry at Wash- 
ington, to submit the accuracy of the 
very serious statements made by him 


and his agents to the very reasonable test ' 


proposed by the Chicago Live-Stock Ex- 


change has made many people doubt 


whether there ever has beeg any real pleuro- 
pneumonia in the United States. The Chi- 
cago Live-Stock Exchange offered, entirely 
at their ownexpense and trouble, to herd a 
number of perfectly healthy cattle with any 
cattle which Dr. Salmon would declare to be 
infected with contagious pleuro-pneumonia, 
and to allow them to remain in continual con- 
tact with them for three months, Such a 
test as this would surely determine whether 
the sick animals had a contagious disease or 
not. Dr. Salmon declined to put his asser- 
tions to this proof. Gov. Hamilton more 
wisely has accepted the same proposition, 
and has directed the Veterinary Surgeon of 
the State, Dr. Paaren, to arrange for the ex- 
periment. 

The disease from which some cattle are 
dying in various districts is a leisurely, 
sporadic sort of destroyer which has given 
us plenty of time to talk it over. The pleuro- 
pneumonia of Europe goes about its business 
in a very different way. A successful cattle- 
raiser of Nebraska who was in Scotland 
when the plague was raging there, and saw 
it every day for five years, says that if the

A FINANCIAL SCANDAL. 

A curious scandal is reported from Cairo, in 
connection with the suspension of the pay- 
ments to the Caisse de la Dette Publique. The 
resident managers of the Caisse recently in- 
formed Nubar Pasha, the Egyptian Prime Min- 
ister, that he and his confréres in the Egyptian 
Cabinet would be held responsible, both of- 
ficially and personally, for the diversion of 
funds which ought to go to the Caisse by the 
terms of the international convention. The 
Minister then begged the Khedive to assume 
responsibility for the decree which ordered the 
funds formerly given to the Caisse to be 
applied to current expenses. The Khedive at 
first refused peremptorily. He said that the 
Council of Ministers had ganctioned the step 
and that they must bear the consequences. 
This was very cold comfort for Nubar Pasha, 
who is a rich man, and he became terrified at 
the idea that all his property might be con- 
fscated to satisfy the claims of the Caisse. 
He redoubled his entreaties to the Khedive to 
take the responsibility, arguing that England, 
whieh had placed Tewfik upon the throne, 
would see him through the present financial 
distress with atimely loan rather thao forego 
ber hold upon Egypt. At last, it is stated, the 
Khedive reluctantly consented, and he is here- 
after to.be held officiaily responsible for the 
default in the payments to the sinking-fund.

Lynched During the Last 
Six Months. 


A Gitl Oremated—Indicted for” Embezsle- 
ment—Killed by Accident—Sad 
Suicide. 
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WHOLESALE LYNCHING. 
MOB VENGEANCE IN MONTANA. 

PORTLAND, Ore., Oct. 4.— [Special Corre- 
spondence.}—Eastern Oregon, Eastern Wasb- 
ington Territory, and portions of Western 
Idaho have been for some: time, and now are, 
greatly infested with cattle and horse thieves. 
The thieves generally manifest a decided pref- 
erence for horses. 

Many of these land-pirates are supposed to 
have come from regions far east—p-tacipally 
from Montana. Some have drifted westward 
in the hope of finding richer and more re- 
munerative fields in which to operate; nota 
few have been driven out of that Territory 
owing to the rigorous administration of justice 
by various vigilance committees. A number 
of bands have been pursued and scattered by 
these organized regulators. Not a few have 
deen caotured and lynched on the spot. Judge 
Lynch has invariably presided over these im- 
promptu trials and there is not an instance on 
record where a guilty person has escaped the 
summary vengeance of outraged law. It has 
been estimated by those best informed chat 
not less than fifty of these thieves have been 
lynched in Montana during the last six months. 
Seven of them were lynched at one time and 
place not long since. This vigorous action has 
produced a marked result. It has effected a 
disbandment of a number of thievish organiza- 
tions, and has perceptibly diminished stock- 
thieving. 

MIGRATION WESTWARD OF THE THIEVES. 

What Montana has gained the other regions 
west have lost. Horse and cattle stealing has- 
greatly increased, and some more remote, se- 
cluded sections have been overrun. While 


there appears to be a thorough or central or- 


ganization, operations are — oarried on 
in a detached way. Small bands carry on the 
nefarious business in different localities at the 
same time. Sometimes oniy two or three oper- 
ate in conjunction on these predatory forays, 
and not infrequently the thieves work singly, 
To deal with these lawless fellows in 4 
very dificult— 
number have 
been arrested, but in almost every case 
there has boen no conviction. There is always 
much trouble in securmg positive evidence, 
and then parties interested with the thieves 
crowd into court and swear their friends clear. 
So far as is known there have been only half 
a dozen convictions for stock-stealing com- 
mitred in all the vast ranges lying east of the 
Cascade Mountains. Several cases of lynching 
have occurred; but this summary expedient 
has only been regorted to when the parties 
have been captured in the overt act. 
HOW THE THIEVES OPERATE. 

The sparsely-settied country is favorable to 
the successful operation of thieves. During 
the night the marauders can masea descent on 
the muny valleys, drive off cattle and horses, 
and run them back into the densely-timbered 
mountain-raoges. Pursuit is dangerous and 
dificult. At their leisure the thieves can then 
drive the stock off into remote settie 
ments and sell them. Stock bas 
in several ‘cases been driven across 
the Cascade Mountains into the Willamette 
Valley ana sold. Last week three notorious 
thieves were captured in the valley with a num- 
ber of valuable borses not yet disposed of. 

All along the country--extending from the 
northern boundary of California to the British 
Columbia line—these predatory bands are scat- 
tered. Probably there are several hundred 
persons directly and indirectiy connected with 
the business. 

VIGILANCE COMMITTEES FORMED, 

Citizens have in a number of sections organ- 
ized themselves into vommittees of safety mut- 
ually to guard and defend their interests. 
Since the formation of these vigilance vommit- 
tees stock-thieves have ceased to operate so 
frequently or boldly. Stock-raisers and ranch- 
ers in all that extended region known as the 
“Inland Empire have come to the de 
termination to exterminate these thieves or 
drive theni from the country. No quarter 
will be shown any thieves who may be captured. 
Judge Lynch will invariably preside at such 
meeting. They will promptly be strung up to 
the neurest tree, and their bodies left to dangle 
in the air and fester in the elements. In several 
counties in Eastern Oregon there are quite a 
number of these stealers in custody, but the 
ability of the courts to secure their conviction 
is very doubtful. - 


THE UMATILLA. 
AN IMPORTANT LAWSUIT THREATENED. 

PORTLAND, Ore., Oct. 6.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.)—From present indications it is probable 
that a very large and important lawsuit will 
soon be instituted by the Oregon Improvement 
Company against the English Lioyds. The sum 
involved. should such a suit be brought, will 
exceed $300,000. The difference grows out of 
the circumstance of the sinking of the large 
iron steam-collier Umatilla some months ago 
in Esquimault Harbor, British Columbia. Sub- 
stantially the circumstances of the disaster 
are as follows: The collier Umatilla 
is one of the Oregon Improvement 
Company's three vessels plying between San 
Francisco, Victoria, and sound ports, carrying 
coal to the former place. At the time of the 
disaster the Umatilla was on her way from 
San Francisco to Victoria, in ballast. During 
the continuance of a heavy snow-storm the 
steamer arrived off Cape Fiattery, just south of 
the entrance to the Straits of Juan de Fuca. 
By some means the Umatilla lost her reckon- 
ings and ran on asunken rock. A hole was 
stove in the hull. The Captain concluded to 
abandon the Umatilla. The officers and crew 
took to the boats and soon after separated. 
Presently the snow ceased to fall, and the sky 
cleared up. The first officer of the lmatilla 
and three seamen, who occupied one of the 
boats, concluded finaily to return to the sink- 
ing steamer. They did so, boarded ber. and 
making all available sail, endeavored to wear 
the vessel into the strait. While endeavoring 
to do this the steamship Wilmington came 
alongside and towed the Umatilia into Rau- 
mauit Harbor, near Victoria. Sbe sank while 
they were engaged in beaching her. Aftersome 
mopths' tedious delay the vessel was finally 
got afiont and is ready for sea. The total ex- 
penditure thus far incurred in raising, cleans- 
ing, and making her ready for serrice is about 
$65,000. The cpilier still remains moored at 
the wharf, notwithstanding sbe is all ready for 
service. Why she does not take ber 
departure is explained in a simple 
The Oregon Improvement Company, 
her owners, claim that the Umatilla is a total 
loss and that the English underwriters must pay 
over to them the full amount of the insurance 
—$365,000—and keep the steamer. The under- 
writers assert that the vessel is not a total loss; 
that the ship with an expenditure of $35,000 on 
top of the $65,000 already spent will make her 
as good as new. They Claim that when all re- 
pairs are completed the responsibility of the 
underwriters ceases. One of the large iron 
works of Victoria have offered to repai: all 
damages to the hull for $35,000, and when com- 
pleted will warrant that there will be no more 
stanch or seaworthy vessel afloat. If suit is

THE RAILROADS. 


The Shipping Trade Forms a Union 
and Brings the Raliiroads to Terms. 
New York, Oct, 12.—[Special.j—In a quiet 

way the Traders’ and Travelers’ Union has 

been duing a great deal of work during the last 
summer without attracting much public atten- 
tion, aside from the business-men immediately 
interested. Last May about seventy-five 
wholesale merchants—grocers, dry-goods men, 
clothing dealers, and others, representing an 

aggregate capital of $360,000,000—met in a 

Broadway bank and discussed plans to protect 

themselves against the high freight charges by 

railroads in the pool arrangement to all leading 
points m the West and Southwest. It was 
said at the time that there was not 

a firm represented which did not do a shipping 

business of more than $1,000,000 a year. 

It was argued in a general discussion that 
the heavy freight charges were driving cus- 
tomers who had always bought inthis market 
to patronize houses in Chicago and St. Louis. 
A few whoiesale houses there were given re- 
ductions in transportation which New York 
merchants could not get, and the diserimina- 
tion was ruinous to the sbipping trade. Goods 
sent from the factories here &s third-class 
freight went back over the same road as first 
class freight. Another cause for complaint 
was the annoying delays caused by the pool 
roads in holding goods for fear one road should 
get more than its legitimate share of the busi- 


ness. ‘ 

The meeting was a secret one, and the orig 
inators of the combination were not particu- 
larly anxious to give the facts to the public— 
that is, the railroad public. Officers were 
elected, an Executive Committee appointed, 
and the matter was allowed to fall below the 
level of public curiosity. A little disagree- 
ment with the West Shore has just brought it 
to the surface again. The number of firms in 
the combination has increased from seventy- 
five to 150, and thirty mote applications are 
now in the hands of the Executive Committee. 
Not every firm which applied for admission got 
it. It is claimed that the union has saved 
thousands of dollars to customers of New York 
houses in freight charges in the shipping trade 
this fall, and has brought back bundreds of 
customers who have been buying in near-at- 
home bouses for the last five years. Besides, 
reducing prices on freight, the union claims 
that it has been able to procure for customers 
of its members reduced excursion tickets from 
their homes to this city in order that they 
might come and select their goods in 4 
It is asserted that if it had not been r this 
the fall trade wou!d not have been anything 
like 80 brisk as it has been. No one knows 
what roads the union has been able to get re- 
ductions on, outside of the business . 
sides the shipper and the receiver of the goods, 
and they claim to do their business 80 
secretly that no one road in the pool which 
might desire to cause trouble can find out. 
Spotters bave delved in divers direction and 
been baffled, Mr. Kussell P. Hoyt, General 
Manager of the Union, said yesterday that the 
West Shore had refused to renew a contract 
when its limit bad expired, and the Union had 
notined its merchants to send their goods over 
other lines. 

Do you find any difficulty in getting prices 
from the roads in the pool below the regular 
pool rates?“ Mr. Hoyt was asked. 

“I can’t say that we do,” said Mr. Hoyt, 
making the admission with evident reluctance.

A Valuable Invention for Signaling 
Trains. 

A new and important invention has been in 
operation on the cars of the Kankakee Line 
trains between this city and Cincinnati for the 
last week, consisting of a system of automatic 
electric train-signals, substituting electricity 
for the old-time uncertain bell- rope, which bas 
been used as means of signaling the engine 
since railroads came into exist«-nce. The new 
system dispenses entirely with the beli-rope, 
and places wires in cars with convenient means 
near at hand for the use of the conductor, en- 
abling dim to send bis signals from the rear of 
the longest train sure and quick. When the 
bell on the engine rings the signals 
are repeated back to the ‘baggage-car, 
and may be registered then, thus avoiding 
disputed signals in case of accident. Auother 
valuable feature of the invention is that when 
the train is accidentally separated while on tne 
road the alarm is given at once and proper 
Se may be taken to prevent damage.

Wicatta, Kas., Oct. 11.--(Special.|—Fina) ar- 
rangements bave been completed for the build- 
ing of the Wichita, McPherson & Denver Rail- 
road, from this city northwesterly to some 
point on the Union Pacific Railway near El!s- 
worth, Kas. The project isstrongiy backed by 
St. Louis capitalists. The line, as projected, 
will be 100 miles in length and traverse the 
very garden-spot of Kansas, giving to the 
products of the Arkansas Valley a new outlet 
to Kansas City, St. Louis, Chicago, and the 
East, and a new competing line to Denver and 
the mountains.

BOSTON. 

Lieut. Greely Recounts His Terrible 
Arctic Experiences in a Speech Be- 
fore the New England Club. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 12.—)Special.|—Lient. 
A. W. Greely was the guest of the New En- 
gland Club Saturday evening, where be met a 
large number of prominent men and made a 
brief speech. After referring modestly to the 
importance of the discoveries made by his ex- 
pedition and to the part which New-Engianders 
bad taken in the past in Arctic explorations he 
said: 

„Ot the last terrible year I have little to say. 
After having faced death for weeks and 
months, and experienced ali the vicissitudes of 
Arctic voyagers, we suffered as others 
did from the intense cold and had 
the experience of the Proteus. We were 
for forty days on a fice in a drift, thinking we 
should never touch land again. Then dpring 
a terrible storm, the flercest I have ever known, 
we had to transfer our camp from one floe to 
another. After a terrible struggle we reached 
the land, and then came the horrible news that 
the Proteus had sunk. We found we were on 
a shore from which the hardy Esquimaux hed 
been driven centuries ago. But we were kept 
up by determination, and resolved to face any- 
thing and everything and let fete do its 
worst. We determined that we would meet 
it whatever it was and die like mea. [Tremen- 
dous applause.} And when we had made up 
our minds to that it was not so hard as you 
may think it was. As the slow weeks passed 
by and we lived in the iaclosure and from day 
to day had scarcely enough to keep body and 
soul together, one little bit ot a flicker from a 
rag dipped in seal-oll being our only light, and 
we knew it would be months before we could 
hear from our native land, we bad confidence 
and felt that it was certain that the 
party as a party would return. There was 
nothing like a mutiny and no separauon in the 
camp. There was nothing on the part of the 
weakest to prevent others from having their 
full share, and when one of our men was 80 
frozen that hia feet dropped from bis ankle 
bones, all the rest cared for him. I never 
knew man who was not willing to do any- 
thing and everything be could for this man, 
who had sacrificed his limbs for us. as 
daylight came, for we were 
faye without the sun, and when talking 
about the troubles we bad passed throug, 
Raster Sunday, there came to us a ray of hope 
by the shifting of the snow on our house, and 
we talked of the days to come. Scarcely a 
man but said that in the future he would think 
more kiadly of the world and felt that in every 
man there was more of good than of bad.

AN APPEAL 


To Republican Tempermnce Men as to 
Thetr Duty in the Present National

We, steadfast temperance men and Prohibi- 
tionists ourselves, ask your careful considera- 
tion of the folluwing reasons for not voting 
the National Prohibition ticket, and thereby 
aiding the Democratic ticket:

According to its platiorm, a vote for 
St. John is as much a vote for Woman Suf- 
frage—for Chinese emigration to this country— 
for taking the appointing power away from the 
President—for its unjust imputations against 
both Blaine and Logan—as it is for temperance 
and prohibition. a 

Fitth—Because the platform is not the expres- 
sion of the convention, but of a committee ap- 
pointed to revise and publish it. The platform 
adopted by the convention contained a fiat 
money greenback plaak, which the committee 
eliminated. Gov. St. John in his acceptance 
heartily indorses the platform, but fails to say 
whether itis the one adopted by the conven- 
tion or the committee. 

Before presenting this crude document in 
the name of the Prohibitionists of the country 
for the suffrages of the American people, the 
questions to be voted on should have been 
more carefully considered and authoritatively 
adopted. Especially before requiring them, as 
this platform does, to ignore all other ques- 
tions of public interest represented by the 
Republican and Democratic parties, and to 
“immediately withdraw from all connecuon 
with these parties.” 

Sixth—Becauese it is unfair to patriotic citi-

THE REV. MR. STEBBINS. 
A VISITOR IN THE UNITY PULPIT. 

The Rev. Horatio Stebbins of the Unitarian 
Church, San Francisco, occupied the pulpit of 
Unity Church yesterday forenoon. He is the 
successor of the late Rev. Thomas Starr King, 
who is given the credit, by bis wonderful ex- 
temporaneous eloquence, of saving the State 
of California to the Union. The subject of Dr. 
Stebbins’ discourse was the Courage of 
Faith.“ He selected for his text: 

I had fainted, unless I had believed to see the 
goodness of the Lord in the land of the living. 
Wait on the Lord: be of good courage, and he shall 
strengthen thine heart: wait, I say, on the Lord.— 
Palms, uit. 13-14. 

David, the preacher said. was the exponent 
ot our common experience, of our despair, 
and of our triumph. He says he should have 
given out had it not been fur bis belief in God. 
He stuck to that and waited for the Lord with 
gentie patience. The moral idea of this is the 
courage of it. Be would hold on to hig great 
belief in spite of the contradiction of his 
senses. Faith in God could only live by a flat 
contradiction of the senses. Even great at- 
firmation of the soul was made in face of the 
facts that perpetua.ly denied spiritual things. 
Men believed in their senses, of course, but if 
they believe in them wholly they were then the 
fools of their senses. There were three great 
facts: First, man confided in bis senses; sec- 
ond, the total weight and swing of his 
senses were against faith; third, in spite of 
this he spontaneously believed as inevitably 
as be saw. It was this force that carried a man 
against the tide of bis senses, and until they 
subordinated to this superior foree they gave 
a false report. The savage believed his 
senses, and because he believed them literally 
and fully he was their dunce. All great be- 
lieving, then, was of the nature of courage. A 
great courage of self-trust must go to all 
great believing. Only an intrepid heart could 
believe in the presence of so much that denied 
his belief. It must be enough to face and dis- 
pel the ghosteof superstition and the fantoms 
of brute imagination and half conscience. It 
must be brave enough to go out on wings of 
power from the nest of the senses and trust to 
the support of spiritual ideas and principles, 
and then came the triumph of the soul. A- 
though he slay me, yet will I trust Him.“ 


PROF. SWING. 
THE UNIVERSALITY OF RELIGION DISCUSSED 
IN THE MORNING'S SERMON. 
Prot. David Swing preached at Central Music- 
Hall yesterday morning on The Uaiversality 
of Religion.“ He said that if the Gorernment 
of the United States had been committed abso- 
lutely to any of the orthodox forms of the 
Christian religion it might have been necessary 
to burn Benjamin Franklin, Thomas Jefferson, 
and Thomas Paine, but as it was not, the merit 
of these men was recognized, without regard to 
their opinions in other directions. In the first 
three centuries of the Christign era, he said, 
the sects increased to eighty, and were multi- 
piying at the rate of twenty-five in a century, 
when the iron forms of the Romish Chureh put 
a check upon them by declaring all new opin- 
ions and all advancement to be dangerous. 
The evils of this doctrime were fair- 
ly offset by the prevention of many 
religious absurdities, but still denominations 
committed to special lines of thought contin- 
ued to spring into existence. There came the 
Episcopalians holding to certain ideas of suc 
cession, as if the church were a throne and its 
rulers members of a royal family; and Quak- 
ers, with their thees and thous, plainin dress 
and manners, but gorgeous in their form of 
belief, and committed to a specialty such as a 
spiritual baptism; and the Baptists, giving 
special importance toa form of baptism with 
water. Though hampered by these minor dif- 
ferences, Christianity was slowly and surely 
encompassing the earth. Asoneof the most 
certain sigus he referred to the progress of 
Christianity in India. He quoted a well-known 
Indian writer, Ram Chaudra Bose, who deciares 
that all the signs point to the ultimate Chris- 
tianization of India, and the word India, 
he said, meant 500,000,000 human souls. It 
might be that the Christianity of India 
would receive some of its coloring from Budd- 
bhism and Brabminism, but it might neverthe- 
less be an enlightened form of Christian belief. 
There was a deep and subtle philosophy behind 
the poetic forms of Indian beliet, and it might 
refuse to give place in many instances to the 
new forms of reasoning. It was a mistake to 
believe that poetry could not be reasonable 
and logical. It was, in truth, the highest form 
of logic. It would be difficult to change the 
forms of reasoming common among such a 
people. The skin of the African exposed to the 
tropical sun for ases and ages had gradually 
growa black, and it would take thousands and 
thousands of years in colder ciimates to reduce 
the skin to its original color, and great changes 
of mind must also be brought about by gradual 
development. This was an he de 
clared, of more perfect enlightenment 
thun any in the Christian history, and 
the universality of j Christianity was 
a tiower of recent growth, The tendency was 
toward a more common brotherhood and a 
freer transiation of the larger terms of the 
Bible. It had often been noticed that 4 great 
variety of beautiful colors are produced by a 
sunset, and yet each succeeding day more col- 
ore were revealed by the same simple phenom- 
enon, many of them unknown to science and 
wholly defying the painter's art.

PAUPERISM. 
SOME INTERESTING STATISTICS PRESENTED BY 
THE REV. 8. J. M'PHERSON. 

The Rev. Simon J. MoPherson last evening 
delivered at the Second Presbyterian Church 
the second of a series of Sunday evening ser- 
mons on Some Neglected Poiots for Christian 
Voters,“ the subject being ‘“ Pauperism in the 
United States.“ His texts were: 

For ye have the poor with you always, and when- 


pores ye will ye may do them good.-—St. Mark, 
b., 7. 


If any will not work neither let him eat. —II. 
Thessalonians, » 0. 

In his introductory remarks the speaker drew 
a distinction between poverty and pauperism. 
Poverty was a general term. It was either an 
epithet of compassion or a titie of honor, 
Pauperism pointed out degradation. Poverty 
represented a state of suffering. while pauper- 
ism evidenced a want to be relieved by individ-. 
vais. On going into the statistics of the whole 


matter, he said that in Great Britain, where the 


figures were much more accurate thanin this 
country, the number of paupers in 1880 was 
808,000, and the cost of relief amounted to the 
enormous sum of $40,000,000. That involved a 
tax of $1.50 on every soul. In the United 
States, during the preceding decade—that is, 
from 1870 to 1880—the dependent classes in- 
creased 80 per cent. There were no statistics 
in this country ef out-door relief, but the total 
number of paupers in the almshouses was 
67,000. : | 

The system of poor relief in Chicago was 
then referred to. The County Agent reported 
nearly 17,000 persons receiving relief last year, 
while 700 or 800 were provided with transporta- 
tion to their homes or other cities. With the 
work dove by charitable institutions it was 
estimated that 24,000 were aided, There was 
no means of obtaining a complete statement. 
The greatest misfortune that could befall the 
bead of a family was the putting bis name 
down for pauper relief. It was 
pretty sure to drag him down 
into degradation. The speaker then 
paid a high compliment to the Relief and Aid 
Society for the work it had done, During the 
last twenty-seven years $6,000,000 had been 
distributed. Then there was the Charity Organ- 
ization Society, a new institution, whuse sta- 
tistics was difficult to get. It was quite within 
the mark to say that seventy-five persons iu 
every thousand received relief in Cook County. 
In making that assertion it was not meant that 
it was so all the year round, but the number of 
persons altogether. 

As to the cause of pauperiem, it was attri- 
buted to sin and licentiousnéss by some, while 
others considered that it was owing to a too 
rapid increase in the populs tion. Some severe 
strictures were passed on the Malthusian prin- 
ciple and some passages from Heury George's 
book on Progress and Poverty were quoted. 
Epithets, however, amounted to nothing, and 
the work was characterized as an 
falsehood. As to the abolition of the private 
holding in lands without compensation it was 
a Utopian theory. It could not possibly be 
brought about under present conditions, and 
was almost equal in the scale with the extirpa- 
tion of poverty—impossibie. One leading cause 
of pauperism was able-bodied laziness, the re- 
mainder being made up of incorrigible im- 
postors. Let them starve until bunger 
drove them to work. Much of it 
was due to misfortune and not to la 
ness. Those cases appealed to one’s 
charity, because no one was so rich but what 
he might taste poverty. The fepression of 
criminal pauperism was one of the great prob- 
lems of social science. Then there was the 
heredity of pauperism. A case was cited 
where the descendants of a vicious man in 
seventy-five years received aid to the extent of 
$47,250. Pauperism under existing circum- 
stances was persistent. There was no touch- 
ing the root of the disease. The great ques- 
tion was bow to reduce it to a minimum. 
While it was a momentous probiem it was a 
neglected one. It ought to be left out of poli- 
tics. It was not a party question, but one of 
patriotism from a Christian standpoint.

Characteristic Addresses to the Stalwart 
Miners at Athens, Nelsonville, 
and Elsewhere. 


A Falsehood Stamped Out—Almost an Aoci- 
dent Arbitration Mr. Blaine’s 
Coal Interests. 


EVENTS OF THE DAY. 
A DREADED POINT PASSED IN SAFETY. 

Lancaster, O., Oct. 11.-——[Special.)—Mr. 
Blaine’s ride in Obio today was chiefly interest- 
ing on account of its passing through the wild- 
est and roughest part of the State—through a 
section where agriculture is almost nothing 
and where law is repeatedly set at defiance. 
Vigilance committees very often take the law 
into their own hands in the Hooking Valley. The 
miners in and about Nelsonvilie are a very 
sulky set. Here is the headquarters of the 
present strike, which has continued over 
four months. The miners of this region 
are so embittered by the long lock- 
out that they resent the presence 
of almost any stranger amongst them. They 
have insulted speakers from both parties. It 
was feared that Mr. Blaine’s presence at Nel- 
sonville today might be the signal for some 
demonstration from an ugly miner. If a brick 
had been thrown or a shot fired at the Repub- 
lican candidate it would bave been fully in ac- 
cordance with the ugly, resentful spirit that 
bas hovered over the town since the strike bas 
put them upon short commons and killed al- 
most entirely the trade of the growing town, 
whose business is dependent upon the prosperi- 
ty of the miners. Nelsonville was the dreaded 
point of today’s trip, but Mr. Blaine’s rece 
tion passed off there without any unpleasant 
incident. He was more coldly received than at 
any other point in Obio, but the crowd was re- 
spectful. This was more than the most san- 
guine had hoped, as there had been heard all 
along the route threats that Mr. Blaine would 
be insulted at Nelsonville, and that a deiiberate 
attempt would be made to break up the meet- 
img. The entire ride from 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing until 7 this evening has been through a 
coal-mining and iron-manufacturing region. 

OAK HILL AND JACKBON. 

At thé first stop—Oak Hill—Mr. Blaine found 
a platform built up of solid pigs of iron. 
Standing upon this solid basis, it suggested to 
im the idea of a happy tariff speech. At 
Jackson there was a prosperous crowd of 
miners, numbering with their families 56,000. 
The women wore blue sunbonnets and the 
men black hats adorned with cheap white 
paper plumes. The men, miner fashion, 
crowded to the krönt. while the women stood 
back. It was here that Mr. Blaine, with 
great frankness, denied with full detail 
the story of his owning any interest in 
the Hocking Vailey property. The miners 
at this point are all at work, and are conse- 
quently contented. They cheered Mr. Blaine's 
expressions of sympathy with the miners as au 
old man of 95, who has voted for seventeen 
candidates for the Presidency, pressed to the 
front to shake hands. There were a number of 
tariff emblems bere, showing great attention on 
the part of the miners to the tariff question. 
At Jackson one enthusiastic mingr cried out: 
“You are as good looking a man as I have ever 

“seen in my Mfe.” Here also was a great placard 
bearing the following: 

Jackson County coal, 70 cents; Cleveland 
coal, 40 cents; Blaine coal, 80 counts.“ 

Another great, red-lettered inscription read: 

* The election of J. G. Blaine will settle the 
trouble in the Hocking Valley and make the 
boys happy.” 

Another was: 

Cleveland, are you for the tariff? Answer 
I will tell you after the election.“ 

It was clear that the tariff was the one over- 
shadowing issue in this region, but it was not 
until Athens was reached that the real coai- 
mining region, where coal-mining is the exclu- 
sive occupation of the people, was found. 

ACCIDENTS. 

At Athens there were a number of escapes 
from serious accidents for the Blaine party. 
One of the carriages which was occupied by 
Walker Blaine and some friends was over- 
turned and partiy kicked to pieces by in- 
furiated horses, crazed by the excitement and 
noise of the reception. Three wagons in the 
reception line were overturned, but no one 
was hurt. Athens was marked by a number 
of accidents. The piatform upon which Mr. 
Blaine stood up in the town fell soon after his 
speech and while he was yet on it. It fell 
while Judge Tenney was speaking. This might 
have resulted seriously, but the stand was not 
high. Mr. Blaine fell under several of the gen- 
tlemen who were on the stage. He was one of 
the tust to rise. He was upon hig feet so quick- 
ly that there was no panic. | 

ON TO LANCASTER, 

From Athens to Lancaster the train ran 
right through the valley where Democratic 
orators have been picturing such scenes of dis- 
tress and of actual starvation. pictures 
have been greatly exaggerated. There is 
an air of grim quietness about all 
the villages as they were dead 
beyond all hope of resurrection, but there 
were no evidences of actual suffering. Your 
correspondent taiked with a number of the 
miners at all of the pointe visited. They all 
say that the reserve funds of the associations to 
which they belong are ample to prevent any 
actual want of food, and that the miners can 
stand six months of it longer. Nelsonville was 


the most depressing point visited. There were 
5,000 miners in the public square of the 


silence, 

only at some of the best passages’ of his talk, 
but there was the utmost respect shown. This 
is claimed as more than has been accorded to 
any political visitor since the campaign bas 
opened. But at Logan, a few miles above 
Nelsonville, also right in the country of the 
striking miners, the enthusiasm of the recep- 
tion was the wildest of the day. Mr. Blaine 
had only fifteen miautes at this place. He 
was raced up with fast horses to the centre of 
the town, and cheered by 8,000 people at every 
word he uttered, e was driven back 
at a breakneck speed, with mounted miners 
dashing by his side, flogging their horses into 
the maddest of gallops, while the yelling was 
80 great that a number of horses bolted into 
the fences. One of the carriages of Mr. Blaine's 
party was smashed and left by the roadside, 
the occupants of the wagon escaping after the 
usual miraculous fashion. 

On the whole, Mr. Blaine is much pleased 
with bis ride down the Hocking Valley. In the 
main the miners have shown that they wiil 
stand by the tariff, and that they have no 
grudge against Mr. Biaine on account of 
tho stories of bis connection with the Hocking 
Valley property. This frank explanation of 
the only basis for the stories was freely ac- 
cepted, none of the miners showing the least 
signs of disbelief. This valley has been re- 
garded as certain for good Democratic gains, 
but todav’s visit shows that no Republican 
S will de lost this 

me. 

At Lancaster, where Mr. Blaine spends Sun- 
day, the Democrats, who control the town, tore 
down this morning the stand built for the pub- 
Ne speakers. A private citizen then put up a 
stand upon his own property oppogit, and that 
has ended the attempt to break up the mect- 
ing. n Democrats had a rival 
demonstration. y ornamented the county 
jail with Cleveland emblems, and the Republic:

and victory,” etc, The train on which Mr.

GEN. GROSVENOR. 

By half-past 2 o’clock the procession reached 
the campus ot the Ohio University, where a 
stand had been erected, and Mr. Blaine was in- 
troduced by Gen. C. H. Grosvenor, Republican 
candidate for Congress from this district. 
Among other things, Gen. Grosvenor said: 

„We have with us a man who, when a young 

an, was at this place forty-three years ago.

CAPT. MARSHALL CAPRON ENTERS THE HAVEN OF 
REST. 


Capt. Marshall Capron, an old and well-known 
jake navigator, was buried at Conneaut, O., yes- 
terday. The deceased was born at Conneant, Oct. 
11. 18186. When a mere lad he shipped on board of 
a small coasting vessel, and in 1831 was made com- 
wunder of the schr J. B. Skinner. In 1837 the brig 
Banner was lauoched and Capt. Capron became 
hér master. He continued in her until 1859, when. 
he practically retired from active life on the lakes, 
although retaining a large interest iu vessel prop- 
erty. In 1859 he built tne schr Times, and in 1861 
the bark Monitor. The latter was 8 fine vessel 
of 500 tons and was consi@ered the equal of any- 
thing. afloat on fresh water in her day. Capt. 
Capron also built and owned the bark Valentine, 
schr Anna Maria, and schr T. B. Rice. His last vent- 
ures were the scbrs Conneaut and M. Capron. They 
were built at a time when lake commerce was stag- 
gering under a fearful depression and proved a 
disastrous investment.

The Disease Near Champaign, III.— 
‘Alarming Prevalence in Eastern 
Pennsylvania. 

CHAMPAIGN, III., Oct. 11. —[Special.]—Hog 
cholera is committing considerable ravages in 
the north part of this county. In the vicinity 
of Rantoul the losses are very serious. One

What a Leading Baptist Clerayman

Fey men in the Baptist Church in this coun- 
try are more widely known than the Rev. Dr. 
R. 8. MacArthur of Calvary Church, New York 
City. His ability as a scholar, preacher, and 
temperanee advocate ig everywhere recor- 
nized.

I have lived 
in Chicago seven years, and, I regret to say, I 
cannot remember one single instance in which 
the feeblest attempt was ever made by the 
Municipal Government to enforce the Sunday 
law. Labor goes on Sundays as on week days, 
stores are open and a lively traffic is carried 
on, although there are State and municipal 
laws forbidding the opening of business places 
Sunday except by written permission from the 
Mayor. Judging from the number of business 
places open in the city today, the Mayor must 
have been kept very busy iast week writ- 
ing out permits. Labor is followed by 
Sunday amusements, and the saloons are wide 
open and flourish Sunday above all the days of 
the week. If we sit idly by and let this thing 
go on our children will de led astray by the 
temptations that surround them on every side, 
even on their way to church. I picad as a 
father of a family for the generation that is 
to come after us, for they will go on in the 
work of iniquity until at length the measure 
will be filled and the wrath of Heaven will 
speedily descend. Sut let us not forret that 
we also have laws whereby our rulers may be 
compelled to do their duty, and it might be 
well for them to remember this when duty 
won't dictate to them what to do.“ 
RESOLUTIONS. 

The Rev. O. Juul delivered an address in 
Norwegian in the same tenor. Before the
